Subcommittee  on  the  Role  of 
t Government  of  the  Commission 


will  investigate  the  present  function  of 
student  government  and  the  outlet  it 
provides  for  student  representation  on  the 
decision-making  committees  of  the 
University.  It  will  consider  the  control  and 
use  of  student  funds  and  the  process  by 
which  such  funds  are  allocated.  It  will 
further  consider  areas  of  original  and 
appellate  jurisdiction  of  the  ASBYU. 

Jon  Ferguson,  ASBYU  Executive  Vice 
President;  Joel  McKinnen,  a senior  in 
Psychology;  Nanci  Sinclair,  a sophomore  in 
Sociology  ; andCamCaldwell,  vice  president 
of  Student  Relations,  compose  the 
subcommittee. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Student  Rights 
which  will  study  and  clarify  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  BYU  student.  The 
ultimate  goal  of  this  group  will  be  the 
formulation  of  the  Student  Bill  of  Rights, 
the  establishment  of  explicit  due  process 
for  disciplinary  procedures,  and  the  review 
of  alleged  inconsistencies  or  arbitrary 
application  of  University  policy  to  the 
detriment  of  students. 


Peggy  Fletcher,  a sophomore  in  Social 
Work;  Ann  Fluckiger,  a senior  in 
Psychology;  Paul  Larsen,  a senior  in 
Political  Science;  Gary  Strandling;  and 
John  Taggart,  a graduate  in  International 
Relations,  compose  the  subcommittee. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Legal  Research 
will  review  the  precedent  which  defines  the 
legal  relationship  between  the  student  and 
a private  university  with  respect  to 
academic  freedom,  classroom  censorship, 
speakers  policy,  the  right  to  political 
expression,  due  process  and  review  in  cases 
of  University  discipline  procedures.  It  will 
also  attempt  to  clarify  current  legal 
thinking  dealing  with  the  contractual 
agreements  between  students  and  the 
University,  in  areas  such  as  housing, 
employment,  and  codes  of  student  and  of 
administrative  conduct. 

Terrell  E.  Hunt,  executive  assistant  to 
the  ASBYU  President  and  Chairman  of  the 
Commission;  and  Jay  D.  Christensen,  a 
graduate  in  Economics,  will  man  the 
subcommittee. 

The  Commission’s  office  hours  were  also 


announced.  They  are  from  3:00  to  5:00 
p.m.  daily  in  Rm.  438  of  the  ELWC.  Their 
extention  is  3103.

In  the  midst  of  all  the 
Homecoming  hullaballoo, 
the  ASBYU  was  quietly 
going  about  the  process  of 
trying  to  fulfill  a promise 
made  during  the  election 
campaign  last  year. 

Brian  Walton  and  his 
running  mate,  Jon  Ferguson, 
last  year  had  as  part  of  their 
platform,  the  statement, 
“Being  a student  in  no  way 
precludes  one’s  societal 
responsibilities,”  and 
promised,  if  elected,  to  do 
what  they  could  to  see  that 
the  student  body  of  BYU 
would  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  live  up  to 
those  responsibilities. 

An  outgrowth  of  that 
promise  is  the  ASBYU-Provo 
School  District  Tutoring 
Program. 

As  in  any  other  school 
system,  the  preponderance 
of  students  having  difficulty 


in  their  classes  are  not 
having  difficulties  because  of 
lack  of  the  proper  mental 
equipment.  Rather,  failing 
and  below  average  students 
are  usually  the  victims  of 
social  and  personal 
problems. 

Simple  academic  tutoring 
is  seldom  enough  to  help 
these  people. 

The  ASBYU  leaders,  in 
the  person  primarily  of  Jon 
Ferguson,  have  come  up 
with  what  appears  to  be  a 
more  than  viable  solution. 

Beginning  soon,  90  BYU 
students  will  meet  in  a pilot 
program  with  90  students 
from  Provo  secondary 
schools  on  a one-to-one 
basis.  This  program  is 
designed  to:  1)  Render 
academic  service  to  students 
with  academic  problems, 
and  2)  and  possibly  more 


important,  befriend  the 
‘‘lost”  students  who  need 
“someone  who  cares.” 

Students  selected  to 
participate  in  this  program 
will  be  given  a free  rein. 
They  will  be  expected  to 
spend  at  least  two  hours  a 
week  with  the  students  they 
are  assigned  to  assist,  but 
what  they  do  with  those  two 
hours  will  be  up  to  them. 

They  will,  of  course,  be 
required  to  keep  a record  of 
the  work  they  do  and  the 
methods  they  use  so  that 
those  supervising  the 
program  will  be  able  to  keep 
up  with  what  is  happening 
and  know  how  the  assisted 
students  are  progressing. 
However,  the  emphasis  of 
the  program  is  one  of 
creative  assistance  rather 
than  structured  work. 

If  the  90  BYU  students 
involved  in  this  test  program

I have  noticed  a great  deal  of  partial  and  bigoted 
feelings  of  the  students  on  this  campus  toward  a 
certain  minority  group.  My  fellow  colleagues  and  I 
feel  that  we  have  withstood  this  treatment  as  long  as 
we  could  and  now  must  let  our  feelings  be  known. 

We  feel  that  BYU  is  a racist  institution  that  is 
prejudiced  against  our  race.  Because  of  this  we 
formed  a fact-finding  committee  to  see  if  our 
feelings  were  justified.  Thus  the  Italian  Fact  Finding 
Committee  of  BYU  (IFFCOBYU)  was  organized. 
This  group  sent  a delegation  throughout  the  campus 
and  spoke  to  students  and  faculty.  From  these 
discussions  we  noted  that  the  students  here  are  not 
against  the  Italian  people.  There  were  no  verbal 
attacks  upon  ourselves  and  the  students  were  polite 
and  courteous  at  all  times.  It  was  noted,  however, 
that  the  students  here  are  grossly  uninformed  as  to 
the  problems  facing  the  Italian  today. 

It  was  evident  that  they  (the  students)  lead  a very 
sheltered  life  here  at  BYU  and  have  a complete  lack 
of  knowledge  and  understanding  in  this  important 
aspect  of  life. 

The  IFFCOBYU  has  therefore  drawn  up  certain 
suggestions  that  will  help  to  alleviate  this 
conception  of  BYU’s  racial  policy..  We  feel  that 
there  should  be  courses  given  to  inform  students  of 
the  Italian. 

Suggested  classes  are:  “The  History  of  the  Italian 
People,  ” “Great  Italian  War  Heroes,  ” “The  Art  of 
Italian  Cheese  Making,”  “Benito,  a Truly  Great 
Man,  ” etc. 

It  has  also  come  to  our  attention  that  there  are  no 
scholarships  given,  especially,  to  deserving  young 
Italians.  We  believe  that  special  funds  should  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose.  Also  we  have  noted 
that  there  are  only  a very  few  Italians  on  the  various 
University  teams.  It  is  very  evident  that  more  should 
be  done  to  recruit  Italian  athletes. 

Other  suggestions  that  can  be  made  to  insure 


non-bigotry  toward  the  Italians  are:  more  pizza  and 
pasta  served  at  the  various  food  services;  Parmesean 
cheese  on  each  table;  the  forming  of  a BYU  Bacci 
Ball  team  with  funds  appropriated  accordingly;  and 
days  off  for  certain  Italian  holidays  i.e.  Columbus 
Day,  Da  Vinci  Day,  Ferrari  Day,  Monday,  Tuesday, 
and  Wednesday. 

We  also  feel  that  there  should  be  certain  things 
reserved  for  the  enjoyment  and  use  of  Italians  only. 
There  should  be  special  Italian  movies,  Italian  rest 
rooms,  and  the  Book  Store  should  stock  Italian 
blazers.  However,  realizing  that  there  are  those  who 
would  like  to  support  this  cause,  we  feel  that  the 
Book  Store  should  also  stock  Italian  “booster” 
blazers  for  those  who  are  not  Italian. 

Until  these  demands  are  met  we  will  picket  all 
football  and  basketball  games.  We  will  carry  signs 
saying  “GARLIC  POWER”  and  “TRUMAN  WAS 
ITALIAN.  ” We  also  feel  that  it  is  our  duty  to  wear 
armbands  of  garlic  to  let  those  around  us  know 
where  we  stand. 

Anyone  interested  in  forming  their  own  racial 
minority  group  can  contact  any  member  of  the 
IFFCOBYU  and  he  will  be  happy  to  provide  you 
with  all  the  necessary  information.  If  enough  groups 
are  formed  many  enjoyable  things  can  be 
undertaken.  There  can  be  interracial  parties,  dances, 
exchanges,  each  group  could  choose  its  “little 
sisters,  ” such  as  the  “little  Polish  sisters,  ” etc.  In 
forming  these  groups,  however,  all  groups  must 
swear  to  recognize  the  IFFCOBYU  as  the  supreme 
leader  in  racial  questions;  all  groups  must  have  their 
constitutions  approved  by  the  IFFCOBYU;  and  the 
IFFCOBYU  will  have  the  last  word  in  all  events, 
disputes,  meetings,  and  demands  that  involve  any 
racial  minority  on  this  campus.

Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  made 
one  daring  decision  Saturday  and 
today  he  is  a hero. 

That  decision  was  to  start  a 
sophomore  quarterback  who  had 
not  one  minute  of  varsity  football 
experience. 

That  quarterback,  Brian 
Gunderson,  engineered  the  BYU 
Cougars  to  a stunning  27-20 
homecoming  victory  over 
highly-favored  Utah  State  before 
2 1 ,562  rain  and  snow-drenched 
fans  in  Cougar  Stadium. 

As  BYU  began  their  first 
offensive  series,  people  wondered 
who  number  15  was 
quarterbacking  the  Cougar  attack. 
By  game’s  end,  everybody  knew. 


COACH  HUDSPETH’S  decision 
to  use  Gunderson  came  on  Friday, 
the  day  before  the  game. 

Call  it  a hunch.  Call  it  a gamble. 
Call  it  Hudspeth’s  sixth 
homecoming  win  in  his  seven 
years  at  BYU. 

Another  decision,  though  less 
publicized,  was  the  use  of  two 
tailbacks  and  no  fullback. 

It  had  been  thought  that  Dave 
Coon,  another  Cougar  sophomore, 
would  be  at  tailback  with  steady 
Eddie  Nichols  at  fullback,  and 
Pete  Van  Valkenberg  at  his 
flankerback  spot. 

But  the  Cougar  coaching  staff 
decided  to  use  both  Coon  and 
Van  Valkenberg  as  running  backs, 
with  Dan  Bowers  and  Spero 
Bowman  alternating  at  flanker. 

Flankerbacks  don’t  carry  the 
ball  very  much.  Van  Valkenberg 
carried  the  football  Saturday. 

And  carry  it  he  did -a  school 
and  WAC  record  36  times  for  178 
yards  and  two  touchdowns. 


to  still  another  sophomore  Golden 
Richards,  who  is  readily 
establishing  himself  as  one  of  the 
finest  receiver-runners  in  the 
conference. 

Gunderson’s  leadership  ability 
was  shown  not  only  in  his  passing, 
but  also  in  his  blocking  and  play 
calling. 

There  have  been  many 
sophomores  mentioned.  The 
Cougars  had  seven  in  their  starting 
offensive  line-up  alone.  Besides 
those  mentioned,  other 
sophomores  were  left  tackle  John 
Monahan,  center  Steve  Banzhaf, 
and  tight  end  Dennis  Poppinga.

Lone  senior  in 
the  offensive  line-up  was  right 
tackle  Ken  Serck,  a second  team 
all-WAC  man  in  1969.

BUT  IT  WAS  not  a completely 
offensive  victory.  The  Cougar 
defense  stopped  the  potent  Aggie 
offense  when  they  had  to. 

USU  quarterback  Tony  Adams 
had  thrown  the  ball  97  times 
going  into  Saturday’s  game  with 
only  one  interception. 

He  now  has  thrown  four.  And 
two  of  BYU’s  three  steals  came 
within  the  Cougars’  five  yard  line. 

The  Cats’  super  safety  Dan 
Hansen  continued  to  make 
himself  a likely  all-WAC  choice 
with  his  sixth  pass  interception  of 
the  year.

Hansen  fell  to  ground  after 
going  high  in  the  air  to  knock  the 
bajl  away  from  an  Aggie  receiver 
at  the  BYU  three  yard  line.  While 
flat  on  his  back,  the  Cougar 
sophomore  grabbed  the  pigskin 
before  it  fell  incomplete.  Chalk  up 
number  six  for  Hansen. 


FARASOPOULOS  also  broke 
two  long  kickoff  runbacks  for  a 
total  of  75  yards.  After  those  two, 
the  Aggies  gave  up  and  started 
kicking  short  to  keep  the  football 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  Golden 
Greek. 

USU  had  a little  more  success 
on  their  punts,  as  they  held  the 
Greek  to  35  yards  in  four  returns. 

With  his  110  yards  combined 
yardage  total  Saturday, 
Farasopoulos  needs  only  48  more 
yards  to  break  the  NCAA  career 
record  of  2,253  yards  set  by 
Dicky  Lyons  of  Kentucky. 

He  also  holds  or  is  closing  in  on 
several  other  NCAA  and  WAC 
marks  for  return  yardage. 

Another  star  was  Ron  Tree, 
who  stole  a kickoff  from  Aggie 
Jerry  Holmes  and  ran  22  yards  for 
a touchdown  that  gave  BYU  a 
21-14  halftime  bulge.

It  looks  as  if  Salt  Lake  got  itself 
a winner  when  the  Utah  Stars 
came  to  town. 

While  it  snowed  outside,  inside 
things  were  rosy  Saturday  night  as 
the  Utah  Stars  in  the  Salt  Palace 
handed  the  American  Basketball 
Association  defending  champion 
Indiana  Pacers  their  first  loss  after 
six  straight  wins. 

For  the  Stars,  it  was  their  third 
consecutive  home  win,  and  it 
moved  them  into  first  place  in  the 
Western  Division  ahead  of  the 
Pacers. 

Led  by  big  6-9  Wayne 
Hightower’s  34  points,  the  Stars 
entered  the  final  quarter  leading 
by  17  points  before  little  Bill 
Keller  got  hot  with  three-point 
baskets  to  close  the  gap  for  the 
Indiana  squad. 

But  Coach  Bill  Sharman’s  Stars 
held  off  the  surge  to  win  124-118 
before  11,163  enthusiastic  fans. 

Former  BYU  star  Jeff  Congdon 
was  the  Stars’  quarterback  on  the 
court.  Congdon  only  had  five 
points,  but  his  1 1 assists  made 


him  high  man  on  the  floor  in  that 
department. 

Many  of  his  assists  came  on  the 
patented  passes  he  used  in  his 
college  days  to  excite  basketball 
fans  at  BYU. 

NBA  transfer  Zelmo  Beaty 
started  the ' game  for  Utah,  but 
was  hampered  by  a knee  injury 
suffered  last  week  and  did  not 
play  his  best  game.  He  was  also 
hampered  by  the  official’s  whistle 
and  sat  out  much  of  the  game  in 
foul  trouble. 

Beaty  finished  with  12  points 
and  10  rebounds,  well  below  his 
25.5  scoring  and  15  rebounds  per 
game  average. 

Not  only  did  Hightower  lead 
Utah  offensively,  but  he  also  did  a 
tremendous  job  defensively  on 
Roger  Brown,  the  Pacers  6-5 
forward  who  is  regarded  by  many 
to  be  the  best  in  the  ABA. 

Brown  was  held  to  19  points 
and  only  six  rebounds. 

One  of  the  biggest  thrills  for  the 
home  town  fans  came  when  Pacer 
coach  Bobby  Leonard  was  ejected 
from  the  game  in  the  second 
quarter  by  referee  Earl  Strom.

With  the  high  rate  of  forfeitures 
occurring  in  the  various  athletic 
events  offered  this  year  by  the 
BYU  intramural  office,  Gary 
Palmer,  Intramural  Director,

“It  is  apparent  that  many 
athletic  directors  are  not  familiar 
with  the  forfeit  penalty  system. 
Some  organizations  are  entering 
several  persons  in  athletic  events 
and  then  these  people  in  turn  are 
not  showing  up  for  the  events. 
The  athletic  director  probably 
does  not  realize  that  when  they 
submit  an  entry,  that  person  must 
be  present  at  that  activity  or  be 
declared  a forfeit.  When  someone 
forfeits,  their  organization  is 
penalized  three  points  for 
individual  events  and  ten  points 
for  team  events  as  well  as  being 
dropped  from  competition”.

She  closed  with  songs  “that 
mean  one  heck  of  a lot  to  us,” 
asking  for  sing-along-participation, 
“if  you  feel  like  it.”  “Oh,  do  it 
anyway,”  she  commanded.  But  by 
then  the  charismic  affiliation  of 
performer  and  audience  had  never 
quite  materialized,  and  the  BYU 
audience  was  hardly  willing  to 
clap,  nothing  more.

No  planned 
4 takeover’ 
in  Canada 


OTTAWA  ( U PI)  — Defense 
Minister  Donald  MacDonald  said 
Sund^  recent  police  raids  and 
arrests  in  Quebec  have  failed  to 
uncover  any  “blueprint”  for  the 
takeover  of  civil  authority  by  the 
outlawed  Front  de  Liberation  du 
Quebec  (FLQ). 


MacDonald,  appearing  on  the 
televised  interview  program 
“Question  Period”  on  the 
privately  owned  CTV  network, 
was  responding  to  question  asking 
grounds  for  the  government’s 
proclamation  of  the  War  Measures 
Act  with  its  broad  police  powers. 


MacDonald  said  recent  activities 
of  the  FLQ,  including  the 
abduction  of  two  officials, 
followed  a pattern  similar  to 
internationally  detected  efforts 
“to  create  disorder”  but  was  not  a 
carefully  developed  plan  as  such. 


MacDonald  said  thefts  of 
dynamite  and  weapons  in  Quebec 
before  the  kidnapings  indicated  “a 
pretty  clear  pattern  ...  of 
preparation.” 

‘‘How  effective  it  was,  how 
extreme  its  capability,  we  don’t 
yet  fully  know,”  he  said.  “To  a 
certain  extent  it  has  proven  itself 
very  capable  of  taking  a 
prominent  person  and  removing 
him  off  the  scene,  and  then  using 
him  as  a basis  for  blackmail  and 
being  free  from  apprehension. 

“If  you  are  saying,  do  I have 
(or)  in  the  police  searches  have  we 
uncovered,  a master  blueprint  for 
the  takeover  of  the  whole 
organization  (of  society),  I think 
the  answer  is  no.

With  the  “drop  and  add”  period 
past,  some  student  time  tables 
may  still  be  changed  by  an 
administrative  reshuffling  of 
classroom  assignments. 

In  a Universe  interview,  A.E. 
Haines,  who  co-ordinates  the 
space  utilization  aspect  of 
scheduling,  explained  that  this  is 
largely  due  to  oversubscription  in 
some  courses  and  other  sections 
which  have  not  been  filled.  He 
also  commented  on  some  of  the 
other  headaches  still  beseiging  the 
scheduling  staff. 

Haines  expressed  the  belief  that 
the  best  possible  use  of  facilities 
to  benefit  both  students  and 
faculty  alike  has  been  arranged, 
but  that  still  many  will  feel  the 
inconvenience  resulting  from  a 
lack  of  classroom  space  and  a 
scarcity  of  instructional  media. 

One  recourse  scheduling  has  had 
to  resort  to  is  the  using  of  the  $1 
million  de  Jong  Concert  Hall  for  a 
beginning  course  in  Physics.  This 


is  a result  of  heavy  usage  of  the 
J.S.  Auditorium  and  a shortage  of 
the  needed  educational  equipment 
in  facilities  large  enough 
elsewhere,  said  Haines. 

To  solve  the  classroom 
deficiency,  Haines  reported  that 
nine  off-campus  houses  are 
presently  available  for  student 
instruction.  The  lower  campus,  he 
added,  has  “never  before  been 
used  quite  so  intensively.” 


Notwithstanding  the  26  small 
classrooms  to  be  ready  upon 
completion  of  the  new  Math  and 
Computer  Science  Bldg.,  teaching 
space  will  remain  scarce, 
according  to  Haines. 

Among  scheduling’s  current 
charges  is  the  establishment  of 
adquate  study  facilities  for 
students  as  proposed  by  Dr. 
Robert  K.  Thomas,  BYU 
Academic  Vice  President.
